SUSPECTED OF BEING RESPONSIBLE FOR 
M168 TOVELL’S INJURIES. 


They All Claim They Are Not the Guilty 
Persess, buat Oireumstances Warrant 
Their Detention — Their Statements— 
Miss Tovell's Cendition This Afternocer. 


Four of the prisoners arrested on suspicion 
of having been implicated in the horrible 
crime of running over Miss Augusta Tovell 
witha horse and wagon, andof dragging 
her nearly a mile over the streets 
are still held at the Fifth District 
Police Station. The men are Thomas C. 
Hammond, a painter, living at 4822 San Fran- 
cisco avenue; Wm. Vogt, a gardener, living 
on Cozzens near Newstead avenue; Harry N. 
Larson, who keeps a cigar store at 2821 Franklin 
avenue and a miliinery store with Mrs. Kate 
Larson at 230244 Franklin avenue, and Charles 
Ruby, who lives next door to Thomas 
Hammond, the first-mamed prisoner. 
Hammond ana Vogt were arrested 
late last night at the former's 
residence, and Hammond was positively 
identified by Edward James, the colored man 
who witnessed the accident to Miss Tove Il. 
Two or three other gentlemen who saw the 
lady run over and dragged down Delmar ave: 
nue saw Hammond and Vogt this forenoon, 
but were unable to identify.either of them. 

Hammond is a tall man and rather slim for 
his height and has a care less, don t-care man- 
ner about him, which is not in his favor in the 
investigation now being made by the police. 
To a PoOsT-DISPATCH reporter he talked 
freely this morning of his life before he came 
to St. Louis and also of his life here excepting 
as regards his whereabouts last Tues- 
Gay afternoon andevening. While he didn’t 
hesitate much in responding to 


direct questions, he gave information only 

when questioned, and it was rather vague 

and not calculated to establish an alibi. 
HAMMOND’S STATEMENT. 

Put into a connected story his statement 
Wasasfollows: lama member of the firm 
of Yoerger & Hammond, house, sien 
and carriage painters, and I live at 4216 
Natural Bridge road. Mr. Yoerger is my 
brother-in-law, I having married bis sirter, 
and he lives at 4216 Natural Bridge road, only 
a short distance from me.

The moment that these 
supplies are captured by the military that 
momentthe Indians must surrender, unless 
their thiret for biood is so intense as to lead 
them to fight until they are downed, either by 
starvation or United States builets. At best, 
whether the military can capture the bulk ef 
the hostiles’ supplies or not, the Indians 
have undoubtedly secreted wall quanti- 
ties sufilicient in the agaregate to 
rom them for at least eight or ten weeks. 
Agent Royer fuilfiiled his promise to reward 
the friendlies who continue staying in the 
vicinity of the agenoy, and bas made a special 
issue of provisions, More than 500 squaws 
presented tbemselves atthe store-bouse yes- 
terday and went away loaded down with food. 
There was net a male indian in the throng. 
It is rumored that Two Strike, the chief un- 
der whom the hostiles are marshalled, is 
wheeling around within shooting distance of 
the ~ pores d forthe purpose of getting addi- 
sional pointers on the military. 


Father Craft. 


New Tonk, Dec. 4.—Father Craft, the well- 
who bas been 
with the Sioux Indians for years, but forthe 
has been in this city, left 
this morning for the Rosebud Agency. He 


intends to visit the different agencies—Rose- 
bud, Standing Rock, Pine Ridge and others, 
and see just the exact condition of affairs. He 
is well known throughout the whole Sieux 
Nation and will probably have a good in- 
fluence among the tribes. 


Beffaloe Bill’s Trip 


LACROSSE, Wis., Dec. 4.— Dr. Frank Powell 
returned to his home im this city yesterday 
from Standing Rock Agency, N. D., accom- 
panied by William F. Cody (Buffalo Bill) and 


R. H. Hasian (Pony Bob), Col. Cody stated 
that his party was inthe heart of the Indian 
country, seventeen miles from the camp of 
Sitting Bull, where the ghost dance was in 
progress. 

Our mission was to capture Sitting Bull,“ 
said Col. Cody, and we would have accomp- 
lished our object bad not a courier over- 
taken us on the edge ofthe Reservation with 
dispatches from the President ordering our 
party to return without carrying Gen. Miles’ 
orders into effect. Ourtrip was not attended 
with any dangers. Thetrouble, as itis now, 
is unprecedented. Our party traveled 1,506 
miles in less than seven days, and our sur- 
prise was great at being recalled from our 
mission. We could ha taken the Bull, 
horse and all into captivity, Iam sure, witn- 
out the loss of a single life. It is impossible 
for me to tell at this time whether this uprising 
will result in the destruction of thousands of 
lives or homes, or in a peaceabie settlement. 
It looke dark to-day, but the military may be 
able to handle the matter satistactorily. We 
were sent out by the United States Govern- 
mentand did our duty until called back. I 
am here awaiting orders fromthe War De- 
partment and should Gen. Miles order Pow- 
ell and myself across the country at once, we 
Will take the iron borseas far as we can go 
and then the saddle and take Sitting Bull and 
all bis family if our orders 6o read. I am hour- 
ly expecting ordersto get to the front, and 
the sant party will accompany me. 


Want Heme Rule. 


OMAHA, Neb., Deo. 4.—At a meeting last 
night of the Ponca Indian Committee, held in 
this city to consider the troubles among the 
Rioux Indians, the following resolution was 


adopted: 

We beliewe thatthe only remedy for the 
Indian troubles on eur reservation is the 
estabiishing of a Government of law on these 
portions of our national domain, and would 
raspectfully call upon patriotic citizens East 
and West to investigate the proposition and 
uphold by voice, vote and influence this prop- 
osition to extend to the Indian the cheap 
but priceless benefite of just and equitable

CHICAGO, Ill., Dec. 4.—Gen. Nelson A. Mlies, 
commanding the Department of the Missouri, 
returned from Washington yesterday after- 
noon.

Also, 
the enlistment ef two companies of Indians 
foreach ofthe infantry regiments serving in 
the vicinity ofthe Sioux and Cheyenne reser- 
vations, the whole not to exceed twenty 
troops end companies of sixty enlisted men 
each—in all, 1,200 men. 


Barracks Burned. 


FORT LINCOLN, N. D., via Mandan, N. D., 
Dec. 4.—The Barracks of Company D, Twen- 
ty-Second Infantry’, at this post, were entirely 
destroyed by fire last night at 6 o’clock. 
When the fire was discovered the

A FINAL REPORT OF THE SESSION’S WORK 
MADE TO-DAY. 


One Hundred and Fourteen Indictments Re. 
turned Against Various Offenders—The

The November Grand-jury made its final re- 
port a few minutes after 1 o’clock this after- 
noon. The written communication submitted 
by the foreman, Hamilton Daughaday, sums 
up the work of the session as follows:

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A STORY OF FINES. 

The report of the Special Auditing Com- 
mittee concerning the finances of the pub- 
lic school system shows that there has 
been a decrease in the revenue arising 
from fines assessed for petty offenses in 
the Criminal Courts from $2,047 in 1 
$499 in the last fiscal year. The following 
remark is appended to the table of fig- 
ures: 


If there has been no change in the law, this 
statement showing such great cecrease in the 
annual receipts for fines indicates that the 
morals of the people of 8%. Louls bave im- 
proved, or that the full amount collected for 
fines bas not been paid into the Treasury, or 
thatthe fines have been remitted to an un- 
usual extent. 


This statement is significant of the con- 
ditions prevailing in the administration 
of justice in this city, to which the Post- 
Disraron has directed public attention 
for some time past, The law is unchanged. 
To find the cause of the reduction in the 
improvement of morals, taken in consid- 
eration with the increase of population, 
would suggest the approach of the millen- 
nium. On the other hand only criminal 
carelessness or actual dishonesty would 
account for failure to realize to a great 
extent on fines assessed. Making all due 
allowances, therefore, the conclusion is 
inevitable that a large margin of the de- 
crease must be charged to the adminis- 
tration of justice—to the remission of 
fines for various reasons and the failure 
to enforce the laws and the penalties of 
its violation. 

The major part of the responsibility 
rests upon the Court of Criminal Correc- 
tion which, it bas been charged, is used by 
the political bosses for the furtherance of 
their personal ends in politics. The com- 
mittee’s table of figures is corroboration 
of the testimony of numerous instances in 
which notorious offenders have escaped 
the penalty of the law and in which influ- 
ences ofone kind or another have pro- 
tected law-breakers from punishment.

LONDON, Dec. 4.—Horrible atrocities con- 
tinue to be reported from Armenis, Three 
Armenians of Boulanuk were burned alive on 
a heap oftheircrops. Six Armenians of Van 
were shot and robbed by Kurds. An Armen- 
lan prisoner named Aletdjian was tortured 
horribly by the Turkish authorities, being 
burned withared hotiron and his tongue 
pierced with a dagger. 


The French Shore Questicer. 


HaLiFax, N. 8., Dec. 3.—Mgr. Hawley, Pre- 
fect Apostolic of the Coast of Newfoundland, 
is in this city. In an interview he outiined his 
theory for a settlement ofthe French shore 
difficulty, It is the division of Newfoundland 
lato distinct provinces—Eastern and Western 
—the latter to be incorporated as one of the 
integral parts of the Dominion of Canada. He 
bad alwaye felt that from his experience of 
the British Colonial Office no settlement 
could be arrived at, as the de- 
mands of Newfoundland and of 
the Freneb, as propounded by 
both governments and the people's dele- 
gates, are in compatible. The French shore 
question should be treated, he said, entirely 
independent of any considerations of St. 
Johs's and itscomplicated bait and fishing 
interests. The portions of territory he asks 
to have separated from St. John's would be 
about 200 miles long by 50 miles wide. If this 
large territory isonly populated bya mere 
fringe of inhabitants, that is not owing to any 
intrinsic defect or inadaptibility of the coun- 
try, he says, but tothe unfurtunate way in 
which itis bampered bythe French fishing 
rights. Once remove these and the cdustry 
Wil rapidly develop and become one ofthe 
most thriving colonies of British America. It 
possesses all the natural qualifications and re- 
sources requisite to such an end, 

My ͤ idea, he continued, ‘‘is not that 
this shore shall be turned into a new and in- 
dependent colony, but that it should in some 
manner be separated from St. John’s, whose 
political strife and local interests are [fatal to 
our advancement, and incorporate it with 
that ot Canada. I have heard it stated that 
Canada would not accept such a doubttul gift, 
burdened as it le with the Frenoh difficulty, 
but I am confident that under Canadian rule 
that difficulty would disappear in a short 
time. 

He had shown Lord Knutsford a petition 
embodying these views, and that statesman 
had promised to carefully consider it. A 
petition which will be universally signed this 
winter will be presented, setting forth the 
advantages that would be derived from such a 
pian as the prefect proposes. 


Lord Salisbury’s Speech, 


LONDON, Dec. 4.—Lord Salisbury chose a 
most outiandish piace in whichto make his 
@mportant speech last night. The little vil- 
lage of Waterfot isin Lord Hartington’s dis- 
trict, Rossendale, and the telegraphic facill- 
ties are so meager thatit was impossible to 
getthe report of the Premier’s address to 
London in time for publication at length ia 
the morning papers, especially as the jour- 
nals tried to secure the speech in full. Some 
of the papers got out extra editions late this 
morning in order to lay before their readers 
the full text of the speech, which is regarded 
as speoialiy important as indicating the Gov- 
ernment’s attitude in view of the changea 
condition of the opposition parties. It is 
thought that Lord Salisbury has shown by his 
contemptuous references to the Irish party 
as a whole that he willnot make any attempt 
to secure an alliance with any faction of them. 


Discostent in the German Army. 


BERLIN, Dec. 4.—Owing to the prevalent 
discoutent in the Germany army with the 
existing system of promotioas, which prac- 
tically prevents all bat members of the no- 
bility from obtaining a commissioned rank, 
the Minister of War is inquiring, by direction 
ofthe Emperor, into the propriety of ad- 
mitting to promotion common soldiers and 
non-commissioned officers who prove them- 
selves fitted by meritand military knowledge 
for such advancement. The fact that the sub- 
jectis under consideration has already ore- 
ated acommotion among army officers, who 
are a very exclusive class, and would se- 
riously object to mingling on terms of equal- 
ity with men of plebian origin. 


A B8wiichuma’s Blunder. 


MONTREAL, Dec. 4.— The switchman at the 
Grand Trunk Station at Lachine this morn- 
ing, mistook the Western express for a La- 
chine suburban train, and switched it on 
to the wharf Une. Before the mis 
take was discovered the engine of the 
express train had plunged into the river. The 
cars remained on the track with the excep- 
tion of the baggage car, which hung sus- 
pended half way between the top of the wharf 
and the water. Joseph Birse, the engineer, 
is missing and ‘as undoubtedly been 
drowned. Tile fireman escaped by jumping 
into the water. No passengers were injured.

BTOCKS ON WALL STREET MANIFEST 4 
DOWN WAED TENDENCY. 


The Bank ef England Reduces Its Rates ef 
Discount—Disquieting Kumors Frem the 
Argentine KRepublic—The Berlin Market 
Weak—tThe Financial Stringenucy in New 
York—A Strained Situatien. 


NEW YOrK, Dec. 4. 
ELEGRAMS from 
London this morning 
were of a more en- 
cour aging nature 
than they have been 
for some time past. 
and this had an excel- 
lent effect on Wall 
street. The directors 
of the Bank of Eu- 
gland held ameeting 
to-day,at which it was 
decided to reducetbe 
rate of discount from 
6to Sper cent, and it 
was commonly re- 
ported that borrowers 
who could give un- 
questionable security 
would have no dim- 
culty in obtaining 
money. The lowering of the rate of interest 
in London was felt in this market, the princi- 
pal indication being the number of buying 
and stop orders received from tle other side 
of the ocean. 

TIGHTNESS OF MONEY. 

At the present time such assistance is 
highly appreciated, as the reserves ip the 
New York banks are low, and borrowers who 
are aLie to give the best security find it im- 
possibie to obtain as much money as they 
require. It is a peculiar fact and one in- 
dicative ofthe uncertainty and anxiety felt, 
that while borrowers of undoubted responsi. 
bility are refused renewals of loans, those 
who are in a shaky condition and 


who bave put up as collateral 
Stock actively deait in, have no 
difficulty in securing continuances. The good 
effect of the reduction of the interest rate by 
the Bask of England was very considerabiy 
discounted by the news received from Buenos 
Ayres. Owing to the very severe police su- 
pervision over the bourse of that city and the 
strict censorship maintained over the tele- 
graph, the reports from that city are bo th 
meager aud unreliable, but private dispatches 
lead tothe belief that a tremendous panic Is 
likely to eoccur within the next fortnight. 
Ihe rise inthe price of gold to 280 Is consid- 
ered to be a most unfavorable symptom, the 
Herlin financiers have been seliing Argentine 
securities for what they will bring, and itis 
feared that the London market will soon be 
subjected to an even yreatpr pressure than 
the one which bas just been overcome. The 
effect of this is to cause New York bankers to 
board their money as closely as they can, in 
order to prevent aslump inthe stock market 
in case a large quantity of securities owned in 
England should be suddenly offered. There 
is a general tendency to shorten sail, and all 
Classes feel the pressure. 
A SHARP DECLINE. 

Money easy at (and ö per cent. The stock 
market after ll o’clock remained very dull 
except for a few stocks, Union Pacific, St. 
Paul, New England and C., C., C. 4 St. I.. 
showing most animation and positive weak 
mess was developed all along tbe line, 
ail the early gain being wiped 
out with something in addition. 
Tniop Pacific at its lowest was down 1% and 
New England 1% from the opening figures, 
but the rest showed only fractiona! losses. 
‘lhe latter dealings were entirely devoid of 
feature and at noon the market was dull and 
beavy at about the lowest prices reacbed. 

Bevis, Russell 4 Co., merchunts of London 
and Kombay have failed. Their liabilities 
amount to £230,000. 

The weaknes lu the market was marked and 
it was a recogpized fact that if holders of 
securitios who desired to sell, but who were 
upprehensive of brenking the market, had 
old their stocks thatthe decline would have 
been nuch greater. The feeling on Wall 
«treet is characterized by great uneertainty, 
aod brokers are apprebensive of disaster.

WASHINGTON, D. C., Dee. 4.—Senator 
Quay yesterday intro¢éuced a bill granting to 
all persons whose names are now onthe list 
or may hereafter be placed on it who have 


lost both eyes or both feet, or who are other- 
wise totally disabied, a pension of $100 a 
month; also to all persons who have lost an 
arm at the shoulder-joint or a leg at 
the hip joint, a pension of $60 a month, and to 
those who have lost an arm below the kEnee 
$5 amonth. Those who bave lost a hand ora 
foot or have been totaliv disabled in the same 
are to be entitled to 350 a month. The biil 
provides further that persons who have con. 
tracted two or more disabilities shall receive 
a sum per month equal to the total of the rates 
for all of the disabiiities mentioned. 


Gen. Shields’ IIIne ss. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Deo. 4.—The friends 
of Assistant Attorney General Shields are 
somewhatapprehensive about bis condition. 
He is said to be a very sick man and 


at times absent-minded about what is 
gong on around bim. The General has been 
away from active work foraboutaweek. For 
some months he bas been very bard worked.

Mertgage Indebtedness. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.— Te inquiry of 
the Census office into mortgage indebtedness 
is nearly completed. Thereport will be very 
interesting and valuable. Out of nearly 2,200 
counties only ten remain at the present time 


incomplete, the mortgages for ten years hav- 
ing been abstracted fromthe records. A total 
of something over $850,000,000 in mortgages 
bas been found, the largest number in the 
West:rn States. Relatively speaking the 
Southern States were found to be much freer 
from these incumbrances than the Nortbern. 
Au exception, however, to this le noted in the 
newly developed manufacturing districts of 
Alabama, Tennessee and Georgia. In districts 
like that of Birmingham the mortgage in- 
debtedness is large, but 90 per cent of it has 
been contracted fur purchase money, plants, 
lands, etc. In other districts of the South 
mortgages are given as security for ‘‘farm 
supplies, but this ig an unimportant object 
of indebtedness in the North. 


Surgeen-General Baxter Dead. 


WASHINGTON, D. C., Dec. 4.—Surgeon-Gen- 
eral Baxterof thearmy, who was stricken 
with paralysis on Monday last, died at his 
residence inthis cityat anearly hour this 


morning. Dr. Baxter was born in Vermont 
in 1837. He practiced law when a young man 
and later became a physician and in June, 
1861, he entered the army as 
surgeon of the Twelfth Massa- 
chusetts Volunteers and the next year 
became Brigade Surgeon. After the war Sur- 
geon Baxter was appointed Assistant Medical 
Purveyor with the rank of Lieutenant-Col- 


| onel, and in 1872 President Grant promoted 


him to the Chief Medical Purveyorship of the 
Army, and he held that position until Aug. 16 
last, when President Harrison appointed bim 
Surg eon - General.

HOW VICTURIA JOURNEYS BY RAIL, 


Elaborate Preparations to Aveid Annmoy- 
' gnee and Danger. 


From an Exchange. 

When the Queen of England wills to take a 
trip by railthe event is of no small import- 
ance. In preparation for her recent trip from 
Carlisle to Aberdeen, a distance of 240 miles, 
instructions were issued to alli road officials 
several days in advance, and a copy of the 
same, printed in gold, was presented to the 
Queen, that she might understand that every 


possibie arrangement had been made for her 
coufort and convenience. Each section mas- 
ter was directed to examine bis length of line, 
and station himself at the south end and his 
assistant at the north end of the same section. 
A pilot englue sped over the track twenty 
minutes before the passing of the royal train, 
and this interval was maintained througheut 
the entire journey. 

No gatherings were permitted at the way 
stations and passengers were admitted to but 
one station, ard that the last of the whole 
route.

A Projected Road Which Will Open Another 
Southwestern Suburb. 


Before the Sisters of the Good Shepherd se-

THE RAILROADS. 


THE BALTIMORE & OHIO ROAD SECURES 
THE CHESAPEAKE & OHIO CANAL. 


President Isman Says the Richmond Ter- 
minal Co. Has No Debt and a Good- 
Sized Bank Account — Central Traffic 
Association Troubles Averted—Meaning 
of a Recent Decision—General Railway 
News. 


A New York telegram says: The decision 
ofthe Circuit Court of Washington County, 
Maryland, giving the bondholders of 1844 per- 
mission to repair and operate the canal as a 
waterway, virtually turns over the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Canal tothe Baltimore & Ohio 
Railroad Co., notwithstanding the act of the 
last Legislature, which provided that the 
canal should be leasedto the Washington & 
Cumberland Rallroad, this company promis- 
ing to pay $15,000 a year forthe privilege of 
occupying the bed of the canal. 

If the canal ie now repaired and operated 
the State of Maryland will, as heretofore, re- 
ceive nothing. Butthis is not all the State 
will lose. The Washington & Cumberland 
railroad would have spemt several million 
dollars in constructing ite lines and terminals 
and equipment, which would have added 
largely tothe taxable property and revenue 
of the State. 

The Baltimore & Ohio Railroad and the canal 
are, to a large extent, the canalentirely , ex- 
empt from taxation, so thatas a waterway tbe 
canal does not produce any revenue to the 
State. 

That the Baltimore 4 Ohlo Rallroad Co. Is 
the real manipulator of the canal repairing 
scheme is confirmed by the resignation of the 
trustees of the bonds of 1844, and the substi- 
tution of appointees of the Baltimore & Obio 
company, one the senlor counsel of the com- 
pany and the other parties who have signed 
the $600,000 penalty bond. 

The Baltimore 4 Ohio company is supposed 
to own about $300,000 of the $500,000 Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Canal bonds of 1878, which will 
leave at par and accrued interest about 
$250,000 to be paid toredeem the bonds ina 
private hands. The canal can probably be 
patched up for $250,000, and probably 


$100,000 will pay outstanding claims, expense 
of receivership, etc., say in ail $600,000. The 
$250,000 expended in redeeming the $200 , 000 
bonds of 1878 will not be lost, as the bonds are 
good and must some day be pald. 

So that for $300,000 and the cost of eperating 
and maintaining the cunal the Baltimore & 
Obio company will secure the monopoly of 
the coal carrying trade. 

The decision was really obtained ona tech- 
nicality ,and the Attorney-General of the State 
has been instructed to appeal to the State 
Court of Appeals. 


Secures a Beston Outlet. 


At the annual meeting of the Lehigh & Hud- 
son River Railroad in this city yesterday tue 
purchase of the Orange County Railroad was 
ratified, says the New York Sun. It extends 
from Greycourt tothe Poughkeepsie bridge, 


giving the Lehigh & Hudeon an outlet to 
Boston and New England points. It basa 
capital stock of 3200, 000. The Lehigh & 
Hudson aleo ratified the purchase of a 
new connecting road opened a week ago, 
kno@n as the Phillipsburg -& South Easton 
Rallroad, which extends trom Easton toa 
point on the Belvedere division of the Penn- 
syivania Railroad north of Phillipsbur,, 
cutting off a Y of several miles. A new bridge 
was built across the Delawaro River, and 
thereby tne Lehigh & Hudson gets a continu. 
ous run from the Easton station of the Cen- 
tral Ruilroad of New Jersey to Maybrook 
junction and Campbeli Hall. It has an ar- 
rangement withthe Jersey Central for this 
purpose. 
The officers of the Lehigh & Hudson were 
re-elected yesterday, and the only change in 
the Board of Directors was W. R Port and 
Charles Caldwell in the place of S. C. Yarnell, 
deceased, and G. R. Sheldon. Mr. J. W.

NEw YOEK, Dec. 4.—Launt Thompson, the 
sculptor and academican, stoed yesterday in 
the pen of the Jefferson Market Police Court. 
One would bardly have singled him out as 
different in any way from his companions in 
misery. His unsbaven face was adorned with 
a mustache and long. thin imperial, bis 
clothing was of common quality and he wore 
a soiled flannel shirt. Yet his artistic hand 
has chiseled many famous poses of sculpture. 
Mr. Thompson bad a row in the apartments of 
Jonn Snedecor, whois also a sculptor, at No. 
176 Fitth avenue. Fora number of years he 
had been drinking, but with more than usunl 
abandon for the last two or three weeks, 
and on Tuesday night haa an attack of de- 
lirium tremens. He declared be would III 
Mre Snedecor, and after smashing things 
pretty generally was seized with the idea that 
he was being pursued by fiends and barri- 
caded his door to keep them out. A police- 
man’s ald was invoked, the door was broken 
open and the sculptor was found in bed. He 
said he had not been smashing the furniture, 
and In proof thereof said there was no furni- 
ture in the roomto break. Lis argument did 
not hold good, forthere is some very beau- 
tiful furniture there and Thompson was 
marched off to the Jefferson Market Police 
Station, where he was locked up for the night. 
Mr. Snedecor appeared against him yesterday 
morning and requested Justice Gorman to 
send him tothe Island foramonth. He said 
that Thompson was undoubtedly out of his 
mind. The Judge granted bis request and 
Thompsorn was committed for a month, at the 
expiration of which time he will be examined 
as to his sanity. 

THOMPSON'S ONLY FRIEND. 

I bave known Thompson since 1854, said 
Mr. Snedecor toa reporter yesterday, and 
Iam about the only friend he has left. It’s 
another case of a man of genius sacrificing 
friends, fame and fortune to drink. Thomp- 
son is connected with some of the best peo 
ple in New York. He has been driaking to 
excess for fifteem years. His wife, whois a 


sister of Bishop Potter, still sticks to him, 
elthough they have not lived together since 
1881. Launt Thompson was an Irish lad, who 
came to this coustry when very young. He 
studied anatomy in the Albany Medical Col- 
lege in 1856, and later studied sculpture with 
Palmer at the same place. He remained with 
bimfor nine years’ after which he came to 
New York, soon becoming a member of the 
Academy of Design here. He was elected an 
academician and afterwards Vice-President 
ofthe academy. He went to Florence, Italy, 
In 1870, taking his wife and theirtwo children. 
His life there was an oddone. Hekept alot 
from other artists and scuiptors,but was very 
intimate with Louis Lang, tbe oldest resident 
American artist in Italy. He would go on 
sprees despite the most earnest efforts of his 
wife to prevent him. Another child, a giri 
was born in Florence. Ho had many orders 
from American patrons while there, but neu- 
lected his work. This was due partiy to drink 
and party because of his habit of procrastina- 
tion. Lbave known bim to spend six oreight 
months over a smal! piece that he could easily 
finish in two montis. When he left Italy 
in 1881, he did not bring his 
familly witb him. They are there 
still, although he has gone over to visit them. 
Mre. Thompson is educating the children. I 
believe she bus some income of herown. She 
writes him regularly every week and ift she 
bears of this it will be a bad blow to ner, not- 
withstanding—well, everything that bus hap- 
pened. Thompson was very intimate witb 
the elder Kennett ofthe Herald and made 
bustof Elaine, a character in Tennyson’s 
‘ldyis ofthe King,’ for James Gordon Ben- 
nett, who has it in his house in Paris now, 
THE STATUE OF NAPOLEON 
nowinthe Metropolitan Musem of Art is bis 
work, as also is the head of Wm. Cullen 
Bryant inthe same place. Perhaps Ris great- 
est work is the equestrian statue. of Gen. 
Burnside. It is 13 feet 6 inches highand is 
pronounced by experts to be one of the most 
excellent pieces of equestrian statuary ever 
produced by an American sculptor. It was 
made for the State of Rhode Islandand it 
stands in Providence in front of the City Hall, 
He was not prolific, but his work was of the 
kind that would make ulm famous it be bad not 
taken to drink. He began his career by cutting 
cameos in shelis, medallions, portrait busts 
and sych work and proceeded step by step to 
larger pieces. After he hud made the statue 
of Burnside—that was in 188—he told me be 
would do no more work. He had some money 
then and receceived $40,000 for the statue. 
Although he has had many requests for 
buste and statues he has not done a 
day’s work since that time. His studio was 
in Java street, Greenpoint, but it hus been a 
thing of the past for two years. He got iuto 
some trouble in the Lotus Club, of which he 
was a member, about a year ago and was ex- 
pelled. Wien I returaed from the country 
last summer I found that ne had been arrested 
forcommon vagrancy. He had been on the 
Island for a few days, but as soon as I heard 
of it I got an order for his release. He has 
lived in my house about five years and drank 
all the time. For several weeks past he has 
been drunk the greater — of thetime. He 
has some money left, but I hope he will be

Among other works of Thompson mentioned 
by Mr. é6nedecor were the statues of Gen. 
Sedgwick at West Point, Gen. Dapont and 
Gen. Scott in Washington, a head ot Morse, «a 
bust of the elder Booth for Edwin Booth, the 
statue of Abraham Pierson, the first President 
of Yale College, for which Thompson received 
the honorary degree of A. M, and a bust of 
ex-Gov. Schuyler Crosby of Montana.

AMERICAN NAVY GUNS. 


THEY ARE DECLARED BY AN FNGLISH EX- 
PERT TO BE THE BEST. 


An Interesting Letter Written by Lieut. «Col. 
Hope of the British Army—Our Navy 
Guns Superior to Those ef Great Britain 
—America Far Ahead in Perfectien, 


NEW Tonk, Dec. 4.—The Herald this morn- 
ing says: The accompanying letter, written 
by Lieut.-Col. Hope, V. C., of the Seventh 
Regiment of the British Army, to an American 
naval officer, is a very frank acknowledg- 
ment by an ordnance expert of the bighest 
reputation that our navy guns are not only 
superior to those of Great Britain but alse to 
those of any other nation in the world. It 
bas long been known to our ordnance sharps 
that the finish of our work was superior to 
thatof any of the English gunshops. The 
amount of deviation allowed from the exact 
measurements of the designers has been 
much larger in England than we have per- 
mitted in this country and it has been a mat- 
ter of considerable wonder that, in view of 
the results obtained here, the English should 
have been content with such loose work as 
has been turned out by their gun makers. The 
following is Col. Hope’s letter: 


COL. HOPE’S LETTER. 
WASHINGTON, D. C., Nov. 26, 1890. 

My DEAR MR. D.—I cannot leave Washing 
ton without congratulating you and your 
brother offloers on what I have seen at the 
Navy Yard. lknew generally from newspaper 
and magaz ne articles what the Navy Depart- 
ment bas been doing ia reconstructing ite 
naval ordnance, but I did not know they were 
doing It. Thatis, 1 knew geperally that they 
hed adopted a wun similar tothe English and 
French guns, withian interrupted screw breech 
and De Bange obturator, but 1 knew nothing 
of how and what degree of perfection or im- 
perfection existed. The system decided upon 
was carried out. I am old enough to 
have seen the frst shot out of a 
rifled gun in Angier and have been 
a spectator and, to some extent, an actor in 
all that has taken place in gunnery matters 
since the siege of Sebastopo). The bistory of 
rifled guns in Engiand has bees one unbroken 
record of failuré. In 18611 prophesied in an 
official report the failure of the original heavy 
Armstrong muzzle-loading guns. In a few 
months the failure was admitted and the 801 
disunt armor piecing guns are hidden away 
in the rear facing landward of our Gaoast de. 
lenses. Justa quarter of a century later I 

rophesied the failure of the new heavy 

reech-loading steel guns, more particularly 
the 43-ton, the 63-ton (now an 
689) and the 110-ton (now III). The very 
next day one of the G-tonners burst and they 
worse all turned summarily out of the navy. 
The failures ef the 67 and 69 topsers have 
been too many to enumerate, while the failure 
of Lord Armstrone’s much vaunted 11l-ton 
gun is now admitted, even officially. But in 
between were the Shunt“ and ‘‘Woolwich’’ 
muzzle- loading guns ot many different makes, 
and in all these thirty years we failed to pro- 
duce a really good, safe, reliable gua, or one 
that could be relied on to do for any length of 
time the work that it is credited with on 
paper. We have spent money iike water,

Your naval guns are superior 
to those of any other nation at the present 
moment,

A DISTINGUISHED OFFICER. 

Lieut.-Col. Hope, V. C., who writes the 
above, isadistinguished office: in the En- 
giish army who has made a particular study 
of ordnance and who has, by his writings to 
the public press, reports, lectures and so 
forth, opened the English people's eyes to 
the defects and faulty construction of thelr 
heavy guns and to tze inferior quality of the 
artillery ordnance supplied by the English 
Ordnance Department, such as worthless 
swords for their cavairy, worthless bayonets 
fortheinfantry and worthless cutiasses for 
the navy, inferior saddiery and intrenchin 
tools, unserv:ceable transport wagons and 
uncertain fuses. 

Col. Hope has been employed by his Gov- 
ernment on many important and confidential 
missions requiring great Intelligence and 
sciéntific knowledge. In 1857-58 he was min- 
tary attache to the English Legation in Wash- 
ington. For very galiant service during the 
Crimean War he received not only the written 
thanks of his own commanding general, but 
also from the Queen’s own band the Victoria 
Cross, a decoration bestowed only for hero- 
ismin the face of an enemy. At various 
times ne has received the thanks of the Min- 
ister of War for valuable reports, and he has 
made a series of inventions and discoveries in 
guns and gun construction.

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REMARKABLE INTEREST TAKEN IN FOOT 
BALL IN YORKSHIRE, ENGLAND.

The Persennel of the Yale and Harvard 
Foot-Ball Teams—A Desoritption of the 
Play of MeClung and Heffelfinger ef Yale 
Against Princeton—What the Fighters 
Are Doing—Kacing aka Other Sports. 


VERY few Amer- 
loans can form an 
adequate concep- 

tion of the Immense 

and widespread pop- 

ularity which foot- 

ball has attained in 

the north of Eu- 

giand, and particu- 

larly in Yorkshire. 

There the game is 

played almost en- 

tirely under the 

Rugby rules. Only here and there can de 
found an sssociation team. 

About twelve years ago the game was only 
played in Yorkshire by a few gentiemen, who 
had picked it up at the colleges or universi- 
ties where they had been educated. To-day 
whole armies enter the fleld every Saturdav, 
while the spectators muster In thousands 
upon thousands. Naturally one will ask, 
What are the causes that have raised foot-ball 
in Yorkshire from the obsourity of being as 
near as possible an unknown game to the 
front rank among outdoor sports and 
pastimes? To answer this it will be necessary 
to go back to the formation of the Yorkshire 
Foot- ball Challenge Cup Competition. 

Some ten or eleven years ago, when there 
were only about five clubs in the county, the 
comm ittees of these existing clubs subscribed 
for and established an annual challenge cup 
competition, which very quickly proved a 
success. Clube began to spring up like musb- 
rooms, and when a year or twe later there 
were a dosen good entries for the event, the 
donors and promoters of the com petition felt 
highly satisfied. Year by year the list of 
competing clubs increased in size, and for the 
nextstruggle some ten or twenty more teams 
have entered, so that with say 130 teams, each 
made up of fifteen men; there will be no fewer 
than 1,950 players actively engaged in play 
for the coveted trophy. 0 

The tournament for tbis cup is not played 
on the American principle. The competition 
is divided into rounds. The whole of the 
competing clubs take part in the first round 
and the winning teams are afterward paired 
> ig subsequent rounds till only two are left to 

dec the champiensbip for the ensuing 
year. Now, add to the number of players 130 
umpires and 6 referees and take 5,000 as the 


average number of spectators ateach of the 
65 matches and it willbe foundthat in the 
opening round of the Yorkshire Football Cup 
Competition for the ensuing season fully 
325,000 peuple are interested ina single Satur- 
day afternoon’s sport in thisone shire of 
England. 

There are alsoa host of smaller clubs that 
have not reached the standard of excel ence 
necessary to enable them to enter the cup 
contest. Every village, even the smallest, 
has its one, two or tbree fvot-baliclubs. A 
town of 30,000 inhabitants will have from ten 
t» twenty clubs, while the big boroughs like 
Leeds, Bradford, Hudderefieid and Hull have 
60 many clubs within their limite that it would 
be a difficult matter to count them. 

The introduction of the cup competition has 
led — very keen rivairy and bas brought 
Yorkshire foot-ball into the foremost rank in 
Fbgiand. The Tykes carry everything be- 
fore them, beating every other county organ- 
ivation in the kingdom, and only being de- 
feated In a maten rorkshire vs. The Rest of 
Ungland. Furthermore, it has not been with- 
out ite moral tendency. Thousands of people 
who used tospend their Saturday afternoons 
in doubtful sports. where betting was the 
leaGing feature, are now irresistibly attracted, 
out of pure love for the game, to the foot- 
ball grounds. 

Prior toa game a thorough “examination of 
the team-elect is entered upon, and as a mat- 
ter ofcourte it le very rarely the couse that 
two persons outside the circle of the selecting 
committee can be found to indorse the selec- 
tion. Each one will have bis oon particular | 
favorite, and will condemn one or more of the 
other players. Woe to the commitiee that 
does not select a team which meets with the 
approval of the members. Inthe next piace, 
opinions are freely exchanged as to the 
chances of the coming event. While one 
section would declare ‘‘They’re bahn to 
win’’ (they are going to win), another 
would with equal confidence predict 
a very opposite, *‘They’re bahn to toise,’’ 

ey’ re woing to lose). If such arguments 

these, which often become very heated as 
v develop, occur amonx the followers of a 
intheirown camp, how difficult will it 
imagine the result when the su,porters 
€ opposing teams happen to come to- 
er. Hard words are more plentiful thao 
liments, and sometimes the argument 
even develop into a fight. 
hen the particular day for the event 
comes round, hen the epectators anxiously 
await the appersrance of the players, and 
enter the arena send up 
which can almost be 
heard fer miles! During the progress 
ofthe game tbe supporters ofeach team will 
do their very Utmost to encourage the niayere 
by cheering every good point they make, and 
xiving elaborate Instructions to individual 
players, thus: Nah, Joa lad, tackle lu los“ 
(Now, Joe my boy, trekle him low): Kick, 
vo fooll; et thi kick in! (Kiok, you fool; get 
your kick in): Pass, pass, „and so on. 
When a maj r point is scored the shouting is 
cealening indeed, and, regardless of the con- 
beguences, sticks and bate innumerable are 
sent fying into the air. 

One of the most striking and interesting oo- 
currences in Yorkshire foot-ball life is to be 
een on the day thatthe final tie for the chal- 
lengecup is settled.

He was the personification of strength, speed 
and vigor. McOlung is small, with a sharp 
nose and an immense mop of frowsy hair. He 
chews gum while he plays foot-bali, and 
habitually stands in a stooping attitude as 
though waiting tor a run. he knees of bis 
breeches were thickly padded, and this, with 
a curious fashion he bas of allowing his arms

Vague resemblance to that of a gorilia. 

Wuen he succeeded in getting the ball he 
was almost unconquerable. He ran like a 
deer, dodged, fought, pushed other players 
out of the Way with hie bead, and even alter 
they had plied on top of him ‘he plowed and 
struggied along, carrying the Princeton 
players on his back. His strength 
is prodigious and his spirit un- 
conquerabie. Among the twenty-two highly 
trained, powerful and plucky athietes, he was 
exusily and clearly the peer of them all. He 
kicked every goal that was made in the 
game and made four out of the six touch- 
downs. The orly man on whom McClung 
have to bestow a few of his 
honors is Heffelfinger. He was Yale’s pride 
before the match, and he is a veritable 
giantatbis work. When they passed the bali 
to him he dashed through the Princeton piay- 
ers instead of feinting and dodging around 
them. They were plucky and 5 ulek opponents, 
but their best tackles were throwmaway by 
the braway giayt from Yale.

FAMOUS INSURAN CE CASE 


rae BATTLE @RouND IN THE HEIDEN- 
HEIMER SUIT NOW IN NEW YORK. 


A Desen Prominent Attorneys Engaged by 
the Insurance Companies to Resist the 
Claime of the Texas Standard Cotten- 
seed Oil Co.—Charges of Arson—Wit- 
nesses From Texas in Brooklyn. 


New YorkK, Dec. 4.—The battle-ground of 
the famous Heidenbeimer insurance case was 
traeeferred to New York yesterday, when a 
Texan lawyer and four witnesses arrived from 
Galveston and were secreted in Brooklyn to 
await the taking of testimony next Tuesday. 
About §200,000 are involved in the suits, 


Charges of conspiracy and arson have been 


developed, and six insurance companies are 
resisting payment of losses, with a dozen 
prominent New York lawyers to conduct hes- 
tilities. Shipman, Laroque & Choate are 
counsel for the Commonwealth Insurance Co. 
of New York; Evarts, Choate & Beman 
are watching the interests of the 
Prudential Fire Insurance Co. of 
Boston; Davies, Short & Townsend are the 
lawyers forthe Liberty Insurance Co. of this 
city, while Lachman, Morganthau & Gold- 
smith and Stine & Calman are engaged by the 
Mutual and other strong companies of New 
York. Philander B. Armstrong of 555 Broad- 
way is the President of three last named 
companies. Benno Loewey isthe legal ad- 
viser of the Heidenheimer Bros., the claim- 
ants of the insurance. The above named 
companies had mearly $200,000 insurance on 
the stock and machinery of the Texas Stand- 
ard Cotton Seed Oil Factory on the outskirts 
of Galveston. A stock company owned the 
mill and Samson and Isaac Heiden- 
heimer, brothers, were largely in- 
terested in the stock, Samson Heiden- 
heimer being President. The insurance is 
said to bave been placed early this year and 
on April s last the factory was destroyed by 
fire. Mr. Armstrong, for his companies, at 
once sent James K. Oakley, his adjutant, and 
J. H. Darlington, an appraiser of machinery, 
to Galveston to adjust the losses. Both men 
are saidto be of unimpeachable character. 
Mr. Darlington allegesthat on his arrival in 
Galveston he mettwo men who offered for 
the payment of 44,000 to supply him with 
proofs that the fire was 
OF INCENDIARY ORIGIN. 

They are also said to have hack interviews 
with Mr. Oakley on the same subject. These 
men asserted thatthe factory was fired by 
Samson Heidenheimer, while his brother, 


Isaac, waited near by ina wagon. Mr. Oak- 
ley examinea fifteen witnesses in 
relation to tothe fire, took their affidavits 
and retarnivg to New York gave the testimony 
to Mr. Armstrong. These affidavits were 
taken from Aprii22to April 24. Shortly after 
this Mr. Armstrosz paid to the Cotton Seed 
On Co. the entire loss on the steck, awount- 
Ing to about $56,000. His companies atill ewe 
tne stockholders of the oil mill about $40,000 
on machinery and bulidings. About that time 
a young Galvesten attorney named Jos. 
Marz had made himself conspicuous by the 
eoliection of stories of workmen employed in 
the will, some of whom alliexed that the 
factory was fired by ite president. A reporter 
calied on Lawyer Calman yesterday about 
these charges and asked himwhbat he ex- 

ected to prove by the four witpesses in 

rogklyn. He said: 

Frenchman named Cellagne, who was 
employed in the mill, will tes:ify that on the 
night ef the fire he saw Samson Heidenheimer 
enter the mill with a lighted candie. He then 
came out and was driven away inabuggy by 
his brother. The fire was discovered sbortiy 
after hie departure. Another man alleged 
that he saw Samson kneeling before a pile of 
bags of cottonseed, and that fire couid be 
seen on either side ‘of bim. 

Mr. Caiman added: Ihey had Collague ar- 
rested for conspiracy, but the judge charged 
in his favor, andthe jury urued in three 
minutes with a verdiet ot dequtttal. Mr. 
Calmas was asked why Mr. Armstrong bad 
not refused to pay the $66,000 insurance when 
he learned the contents of the affidavits 
Oakley had taken in Galveston, and submit- 
ted to the president of the companies here. 
Mr. Calman replied 

‘*The conspiracy case was then pending and 
later we got more definite charges against 
the Heidenbeimers aKer the money was paid. 
The Heidenheimers alleged that Lawyer Murx 
has an uusavory reputation, that his con- 
nection with a Texarkana bank did not reflect 
honor upon him and that de is unworthy of 
belief. Marx was undeterred by these 
charges and continued the coilection of 
allexed eee te connect the Heiden- 
heimers with the burning of the mill. Sam- 
sen then had Murx 

ARRESTED FOR CONSPIRACY. 

Hie arrest was followed by the arrest of 
three of the four men who were supposed to 
have supplied Marx with bis information. 
They are Edward W. West, who, by the 
way, was witness to the signatures 
on the affidavit sent to Mr. Arme- 
trong—Isadore Desvorge and Louis Etie. The 
tourth man, Dennis Collagne, escaped. He 
was captured, however, is San Francisco as 
be was abont to sail for Australia and taken 
back to"Galveston. The prisoners elected to 
be tried separately and Collagne’s case was 
taken up first. As he was not convicted, the 
other, men were not tried.“ 

Lawyer Loewey said yesterday that Col- 
lagne escap on a legal technicality, as the 
Judge charged the jury that if they did not 
believe the prisoner bad madea certain am- 
davit be should de found not guilty. Mr. 
Calman, on the ether hand, declared tbat 
there was no evidence of conspiracy and that 
Collagne had spoken the truth. On Friday 
last the Heidenheimers were ar- 
rested on a charge of arson. They 
waived examination and each furnished 
$8,000 bail. The day before the Heidenheim- 
ers gave bail Lawyer Marx started for New 
York with West, Desvorge, Etie and Collagne. 
W Ben they reached this city on Tuesday las 
they were,by Mr. Armstrong’s counsel, placed 
in hiding’ in Brooklyn. Mr. Caiman yester- 
day deciined to say 22 the Texan delega- 
tion was stopping.

AMONG THE ZULUS, 


Mrs. Ousley, the African Missionary, Tells 
of Her Werk in the Dark Continent. 


Mrs. B. F. Ousley, colored missionary to 
Africa, entertained an audience in the chapel 
of the Pilgrim COongregational Church last 
night with an iafermal talk on her work 
in the land of the Zulu on 
the east coast of Africa near Port Natal, 2 
degrees south of the Equator and about 600 
miles south ofthe point where Dr. Living: 


stone made bis first exploration into the in- 
terior followed dy Staniey. It is about 2,000 
miles south of the scene ef Stanley’s recent 
explorations. Mre. Ousley is a well-preserved 
lady of middle age, and has a good commund 
of language. She was born and raised in 
Parsons, Kan., but lived in Knoxville, III., 
up to April, 1885, when she was sent to Africa 
asa missionary and where she remained until 
last May. She is again at Her home in Kaox- 
ville and at the request of Rev. Dr. Stimson 
came to this city to tell of the good work be- 
ing done among the Darbarians. 

Our mission post was ten miles iniaasd 
from Port Natal, said Mrs. Ous ler. and 
our nearest civilized neighbor was at the 
port. The nearest physician was 560 miles 
from there. The people are what is called 
the Batzwar, and their language the 
Shetzwar. The are a very intelligent 
people, skilled in some things and quick to 
grasp an idea. Their ianguage, only a small 
portion of which I have mastered, must be 
powerfully descriptive, as the children on 
seeing our printed books with pictures of 
eiephants and other animals knew what thy 
were at once, though they had never seen 
them alive. They told me they 
had heard about them. We bud 
twelve boys under our care in 
the mission and taught themtoread their 
language, printed in English characters, and 
before 1 left I promised every boy a new 
Testament who could auswer all the questions 
in our mission catechism, about three hun- 
dred, andtwo boys answered them without 
anerror. This shows that they have mem- 
ories as our cbildren have, though 
they never cultivate it as we do. 
In course of time the natives amons whom we 
worked could be brought to a hich state of 
civilization, as they are eager to learn and 
areeasily taught. I have samples of the 
handiwork of some of the boys and giris, such 
as bead work, a crocheted shawl, caryed 
wooden jugs and embroidery, and they are as 
well done as eee T* people is this 
country can be customs and 
habits of 5 3 Batgwarlaus will 
have to be changed somewhat. Women wear 
no clothes and are sold for 200 strings of 
beads or 100 pieces of cloth, about sight yards 
of calice, valued at about 350 in our mosey.

The men are warriors and paiat their faces in 
a most hideous fashion, and shave their 
heads clear of hair, They wear only a 
breech cloth, other eioth ng being un- 
necessary, as the temperature rarely 
goes below 90 deg and onl twice 
whileIl was there did Ye reach 1% deg. The 
climate is bad, however, the Airican fever 
belug very detrimental! to the heaith of a for- 
cigner. It is something like our malaria, and 
depleted our mission to such an extent that 
wehadtogiveitup. Stanley and his explor- 
ers were far north of us and were in a country 
of people more warlike thas ours, but not 
more intelligent, There are missions ali alon 

the east coast of Africa and we left several o 

the best scholars there to be educated, so they 
may return home and tesch tueir people the 
word of the gospel and tell them bow todo 
right. These barbarians know when they 
are doing wrong as well as we do, 
and that is why I claim they 
are responsible for thelr sins. There 
is au illustration of this in rubber trading. 
The men break the rubber tree and as the sap 
oozes out they wind it about a stick as we 
would candy and it hardens. They make the 
stick small at one end and large in the middie 
to deceive until it isthe custom now to break 
the rubber stick and see bow much rubber 
and how mucb stick there 16. 

J hope to return to the Africans seon again 
as my husband and I nave learned their ways 
ond language and can now make great prog- 
ress with them.

ME. STANLEY TELLS THE FULL STORY 
ABOUT THE REAR GUARD. 


The Explorer's Lecture at Chickering Ball, 
New York, Last Night—Maj. Barttelot’s 
Brutality—Men, Women and Children 
Flogged te Death—Jameson's Gheulish- 
mess—A Terrible Stery—The Explorer’s 


Defense. / 


New Tonk, Dec. 4.—In bis lecture at Chick- 
ering Hall last night Henry M. Stanley, the 
explorer, told the full story of the rear guard. 
Mr. Stanley said: ‘‘From time immemoral it 
bas been the custom to regard the dead as 
free from censure, and to bury their mis- 
deeds with them in thneirgraves. Kut it must 
be admitted that it is as cruel and usjust to 
slander and vilify the living. It happened 
thaton the morning of the 80th of August, 
1888, surrounded dy over forty-two dying 
men, and grieving for the loss of 166 mem of 
the rear columa of my expedition for 
the relief of Emin, and shocked 
by the terrible disclosures made by the sur- 
viving, officer, I wrote in my report to the 
relief committee that the rear celumn bad 
been wrecked by the irresolution of its offi- 
cers, the neg'ect of their promises and their 
indifference to the written orders This cen- 
sure seems to bave provoked and to have oc- 
casioned the publication of a libelous Dook 
called ‘‘The Diary and Letters of Maj. Bart- 
tolot, amd to have aroused the hostility of 
the Barttelot and Jameson families, and 
the recriminations and angry accu- 
gations of Messrs. Troup and Ward. At 
the time of writing that censure, four out of 
the five officers of the rear oolumn were 
supposed to be alive. Only one, Maj. Bartte- 
lot, was known to be dead, and it was re- 
ported that he bad been shot while commit- 
ting am unmanly act upon a woman who was 
the guest of the expedition. Mr. Jameson 
Was supposed to beat Staniey’s Falls. Mr. 
Troup had been invalided home. Mr. Ward 
was supposed to be detained at Bangaia by 
orders from Maj. Bartteiot, and only Mr. 
Bonny was left in charge of the 
scrant, miserable remnant of the rear 


column. It depended, therefore, on Mr. Bon- 
ny, the sole educated witness living. to give a 
written report of al) the facts connected with 
the disasters, and it devolved upo me, as 
leader of the expedition, togive my opinion 
upon the evidence eiven by this officer and 
other witnesses. When my ietter which con- 
tained my charitable censure reached Eny- 
land it was published by the newapapers, and 
simce ite publication I have been continually 
denounced as cruel, harsh and unge ner- 
ous by the Barttelot and Jameson families. 
If these denunciations bad been founded upon 
anything approaching to jusiice, and con- 
sisted only of expressions of indignation 
from sorrowing relatives, Ishouid have kept 
silent as to the true reasons that had induced 
me to include the living and thedead in a gen- 
eral censure of that character. 

„The father and brother of Maj. Barttelot, 
however, thought that their dead relative’s 
good name ond fair reputation had been wan- 
tonly attacked, and tbat he should be vindl- 
cated, and they set about it by editing the 
private diary ofthe Major, and Gilling their 
book with most libelous matter, calumnieous 
accusations and imputations. 

THE MAJOR’S BRUTALITY. 

„There are others alive who are far better 
qualified, if they would, to publish the de- 
taille respecting the conduct of the rear col- 
ume or its officers. I know tbat. they 
are horribly, almost incredibly, scuandal- 
us, and, therefore, am not in a hurry 
to publish these things, in much as those 
who are most guilty of the enormities are 
dead, and 1 do not see that itcan serve any 

useful purpose, or that it is my duty to out- 

age public feeling. Maj. Barttelot was a 
volunteer officer. His motives for entering 
the services were good and noble. He sought 
oppor unities to distinguish himself, or, to 
use his own words, to obtain more kudos. 
Mr. Jameson, being a late applicant for 
the privilewze of joining us, and led by his 
ardor for the chase and to make collections of 
matural history subjects, paid over £1,000 
toward the relief fund and was accepted. His 
motives were also noble and good. 

„Mr. Joba Rose Troup applied for a pos- 
tion witb us, probably frein a want of some- 
thing better to do, but demanded remunera- 
tion for his services at the rate of £150 per 
aneum, with the addition of free passage, 
eutfit, and such diet as our circumstances in 
Africa could furnish. 

„„ Mr. Willlam Bonny was a hospital stew- 
ard, and offered to accompany us fur £100 per 
annum, outfit, passave to and from Africa 
and such food as could be obtaimed. 

„Mr. Herbert Ward was met as we were 
journeying up the Congo and volunteered bis 
services, but as there were no yvocancies then 
he offered to accompany us on the same 
terme as Maj. Barttelet, Messrs. Stirs and 
Nelson, and do what he could toward effecting 
the object of the expedition. His motives 
appeared to be, also, manly and spirited. 

Despite the prognostications of some of 
the committee, I had no fault to find with 
any of these yentiemen, as far as Yambuya, 
of such a nature as to induce me to resort te 
dismissal. Maj. Barttelot had on two or three 
occasions shown a curious temper, butthe 
outbreuk was too trivial to be visited with 
euch severe punishment as a disgraceful dis- 
miseal would have been. 

„„It was not until Aug. 17, 1888, fourteen 
montha, after separating froin them, that 
Idiscovered reasons for publicly censuring 
the officers of the rear colvinn. These 
®reasons were made manifest by the official 
reportand oral atcounts of the surviving 
officer of the rear column, by the testimonies 
of the colored men—Zanzibaris, Soudanese 
and Manynema—belonging to it, and by the 
awful state in which forty-two men were 
found by us. Alter digesting the terrible 
Story within the brief time allotted to our 
Stay iv the ghastly pen of Canalyi, I wrote in 
a@ letter to the Emin Kellef Committes that the 
conduct of the officers of the rear eciumn bad 
wrecked it. It, therefore, devolves upon me 
now to explain the reason of this censure 
and, first, as to the irresolution ef the of- 
ficers. 

BONNY'S STORY. 

Nou have reud the statement la the Lon- 
don Times, signed Willlam Bonny. Imagine 
that terrible story detulleu to me in much the 
same way as it bas been written, Ilwagine him 
telling me that his ieader had been so 
violent in bie conduct as to be in the 
habit of perpetually stalking about ip the 
camp, grinning lie a fiend, prodding men 
with a steel-pointed staff, striking them in- 
discriminateiy, terrifiying the poor people 
out of their senses by his domontiacal conduct, 
foxggiug two meu to death, striking a Man- 


nem brains out, kicxing a boy ohiid so: 


seriously that he died, shooting a Soudavese 
soidier for stealing @ piece of meat, and then 
telling me that while in the act of ry try and 
gicking @ chief's wife be bad been shot by the 
infuriated husband. ’ 4

having bought a girl 10 years old and surren- 
dering her into the babds of cannibals, who 
had slaughtered and carved ber on the spot 
in order that bis curiosity to see an act o 
eannibaiism carried out in all ite borribie 
@Getails m t be fully gratified. Im- 
againe the Zanzibaris and the Soudanese fol- 
lowers of the expedition empbasiging these 
terrible. stoslies with gestures, looks, sigus,

anguish in sobs, pointing to the thinned num- 
ber, and forty-two miserable men even then 
dying in my presence. Imagine me hearing 
that Meseers. Ward, Troup and Bonny came 
up tothis moral swamp at Yambuya with 130 
healthy men from Bolobo on the 7th of Aug., 
1887, and after reading the written insetruo- 
tions, coming only to one conclusion, 
tnat it was better to stay at Yambuysas a 
forward movement was impossibie. Imagine 
me, then, listening to a description of those 
aimless wanderiuyes to and fro between Yam- 
buya and Stanley Falle to try and induce 
Tippow Tip to assist them with garrison, their 
own men steadily dying by twos and threes 
daily, and while the months were siowly 
passing with deadly monotony of climatic 
troubles, came squabbies, petty resentments, 
jeaiousies and bickerings, no one Venturing 
to break the feurful inaction by a combined 
protest against the corrupt influence that was 
at work destroying their manhood, their in- 
dependence and native force of character. 

Do you begin tosee why lcannot under- 
stand so many things in connection withthe 
rearcolumn? As I am unable to penetrate 
into the motives of these acts the recital of 
the dreadful story bewllders me so much that 
Ido not know what other terms to use. I say 
that I ecanrsot understand why Barttelot 
should go on, day after day, crushing to death 
the helpless, docile humanity placed under 
his charge, when the smallest refiection 
would have impressed him with the fact that 
be could not have marched or done anything 
in Africa without those men. I cannot under- 
stand why he should continue his career of 
cruelty, depriving himself of faithful soldiers 
and carriers, preferring slaves tor whose 
necks he had to purchase chains. 

JAMESON’S FRIENDSHIP FOR BARTTELOT. 

Jeannot understand why Jameson, hav- 
ing paid £1,000 for the privilege of accompa- 
nying us, should be so. bilnded by his friend- 
sip tor Barttelot as not to perceive that he 
was rendering it impossible that be should 
reup the advantages that he had anticipated 
when he joined us. I cannot understand how 
Jameson should suddenly have become such a 
portentous character as be is represented 
when buying a little girl and having 
her deliberately murdered before his eyes, 
for the gratification of * mor- 
bid curiosity. 1 cannot understand 
why Messrs. Troup, Ward and Bonny. suf- 
ficiently educated, as is clear frumtheir let- 
ters, should ailow Barttelot to goon kicking 
and striking, slaying, stabbing and biting 
human beings whom they were bound to pro- 
tect, were it only forthe sake of their own 
fair name and interests. Was Barttelot in- 
sane? Then must Jameson also have been 
insane. Their insanity must have over- 
powered, the reason of the three surviving 
officers, or I am insane in supposing these 
feurful acts, this stupid maligaity, this re- 
morseless cruelty, this incomprebehsibie, 
perversity, deserving of my censure. 

In my pinion the docile acquiescence of 
his subordinates in these misdeeds has been 
more pernicious to Barttelot and themselves 
and ourexpedition than Barttelot’s own san- 
guinary disposition. Mr. Troup states that 
he feared to be shot as a mutineer. Mr. 
Bonny admite that he thought Barttelot too 
dangerous to interfere with, while Mr. Ward 
proiesses to have seen nothing in all Bartte- 
lot’s actions but what was commendabie and 
characteristic ofa gentieman. In New York 
Mr Ward was accustomed to entertain Mr. 
E. J. Glave, Mr. Kichie and Mr. Pond with 
stories of Barttelot’s special malignity to bhim- 
self and his severity to others, but now 
this man who was formerly described 
as a walignant savage is made to 
uppear as a Christiau officer and a gentie- 
man. The Barttelots, desirous of getting 
some expression of opinion from me about 
Maj. Barttelot, caused two of the committee 
to ask me if 1 would write a word of sympa- 
thy. laccordingly wrote a lonz letter, which 
is published by Mr. Walter Barttelot in bis 
book, with a string of silly and malicious 
comments. In answer to that letter I re- 
ceived the most extgaordinary composition 
that was ever addres@ed to we,through which 
the dead Barttelot’s peevish and unreasoning 
nature shown eo clearly that there was noth- 
ing more to do than to let the writergo bis 
own way and, most unwisely, I think, be has 
steered bis course. For, instead of helping 
me to protect his brotber’s memory and repu- 
tation, he has been the means of inducing me 
to substantiate that censure and let light upon 
those terrible misdeeds, 

CHARGES REITERATED. 

„Mr. Walter Barttelot was advised by all of 
my late couwwrades inthe advance column to 
let the matter rest.

ADULTERATION OF WINES

HOW THE JUICR OF THE GRAPE 18 
PERED WITH IN FEANCE, 


Deerease in the Vineyard Preduction—De. 
vastatien of the Phylioxrrsa—Cempesition 
ef Poisoneus Concoctiorns—How Bor. 
deaux Is Manufactured From Dry Italian 
Raisins aud Currants—tThe Supremacy of 
France Threatened.

FP Statistical work 

is so well done in 

Franee tbat full reliance 

can, as arule, be placed 

upon any returns pub- 

lished by the authority 

of the Government. 

This holds especially 

true of the report which 

invariably makes its ap 

pearance each year as to the. vintage of the 
previous autumn. 

The returns received during the last fifteen 
years cannot nave afforded much grat ification 
either to the successive finance ministers or to 
Frenchmen generally, for ever since the 
phylloxera first appeared in the vine- 
yards of France (fifteen years ago, 
the record has been one ef al- 
most unbroken disoster. In 1875, which was 
the most abundant vintage ever known, tbe 
French vineyards yielded neariy two thousand 
million gallons of wine, and the exports were 
to the Imports as fifteen to one, Since then, 
the average under cultivation has been gradu. 
ally decreasing, being now nearlytwo anda 
half million acrea less than it was then, and 
the tote! quantity of wine made has been de- 
creasing in still greater proportions. Thus, 
while nearly athousand willion gallons were 
made inthe three or four years which stc- 
ceeded the first appearance of the phylioxera, 


the figures have gone on falling to 546,000,000 


galions in 1887. Things mended a little in 
1888, when thé vintage reached nearly 700,000,- 


000 gallons, and it was hoped that the crisis 


had been surmounted. 

But although the damage done by the phyl- 
loxera does not appear to have increased, 
other causes, such as the unfavorable 
weather, the black-rot among the Southern 
vines and the odium, contributed to reduce 
the quantity and, as a matter of fact, the total 
yield of the French vineyards, barely exceed- 
ing 520,000,000 gallons, was the smallest 
recorded for upwards of thirty years. 

Nor, by ail accounts, save in one or two fa- 
vored districts, does the quality appear to be 
such as to make up for the lack of quantity, 
and this being the case, it is not eurprising 
to hear that France, which at one 
time may be said to have supplied 
wine to the rest of Eurove and to many 
countries inthe New World, last year im- 
ported nearly six times as much wine as she 
exported, forthe exports were not much in 


excess of 40,000,000 galions, while the imports 
were about 220,000,000 galions. How striking 
is the contgast which the present state of 
things offers with the halcyon days that pre- 
ceded the appearance of the phylioxera, when 
the exports were 80,000,000 galions and the Im- 
ports only 6,000,000 gullons.

made of? Last year France produced, as we 
have seen, about 700,000,000 gullons of wine, 
and berseif consumed not far short of 1,000,- 
000,000 gallons, to say notbing of the exporta- 
thon. Howthen, was the rest of the wine“ 
produced? Clearly it was artifically produced 
somehow. But bow? From Levantine raisins, 
some say.

runean trade, of uvasecca, from Italy und 
Greece into France for wine making 
purposes; and the manufacture of wine from 
dry raisins has since the invasion of the 
French vineyards by the phyllozera made 
wonderful progress, tor while fifteen years 
ago, when only required for table purposes, 
the Imports of ruisine and currante did not 
exceed 6,000 or 7,000 tons, the total tor the last 
three or four years has averaged 65,000 tons, 
this being considered equivalent to 270,000 
tons of fresh grapes. Ihe wreater part of 
these raising and currants come from Turkey 
and Greece, at Spain and Italy, the only 
other countries which exportthem, send but 
4,000 or 5,000 tons of the whole. 
English shipowners have secured part of this 
carrying trade and a considerable quantity of 
the raisins from Greece and Turkey reach 
France via London. The raisins which are 
sent to Marseilies {rom Asia Minor are of the 
black variety, but the Corintb raisins, which 
are known to asas ‘‘currants,’’ are the best, 
as they do not contain any pips. wulle the 
crop isso large thatit offen rexches pearly a 
ton peracre. The mode of drying the truit 
varies very much, forin Turkey and Greece 
the bunches of grapes are simply laid on the 
ground and the sun is allowed to dry them. 
They are then scooped up withasbovel, no 
pains being taken to remove the sand and 
wravel which hus accumulated. In Spain the 
buncbes are not exposed to the air until they 
bave been paseed through bolling water mixed 
with ephes, this being the me hod in special! 
ta vor it Malaga. In many vineyards of the 
Greek Archipelago the grapes are allowed to 
dry upon the vine, after the endof the stem 
has been twisted, so as to prevent the sap 
ascending. The average price of these ra.

The preparation of the wine 
MADB FROM THESE RAISINS 
is not at u av elaborate business, for, as M. 
Bouissingault, the famous French chemist, 
points out In a recent report tothe Ministers 
of Agriculture, all that is necessary is to put 
raisins into a Vat filed with water at a tem- 
perature of 68 degrees Fahrenheit, there being 
ee gullons of water to every hundred 
weight of raisins. Asmali quantity of suger 
is sometimes added to qulcken the fermenta- 
tion. This termentation soon occurs, and 
generally lasts for a week or so, at the end 
of which period the liquid is drawn off 
and the wine is made. As a rule, itis 
ofa very pale color, and when it is deemed 
desirable to make it look like ordinary table 
wine it is mixed with some very dark Spanish 
wine. These wines contain from 7 to 10 per 
cent of alcohol, but they have but very little 
tannin and do not keep long. When wine is 
made from raisins, with care and ander these 
conditions its cost price is very low, for one 
hpndredgeight of raisius is not worth, duty 
included, more than $7, and, waking full al- 
lowance for,the expense of manufacture, the 
wine can be seid ata profit at 16 cents a gal- 
lon, wherege, in reality, the wholesale sellin 
ice is mere than double.

why it should not be manufactured equally 
well in England and in the United States. 
There is, in fact, an opening for a profitable 
business in this line, and 1 am surprised En- 
giish and American merchants have not yet 
embarked in it. 

Quite recently the Frenoh Minister of 
Justice sent a ciroularto all the district at- 
lorneys in France, Corsica,and Algera,inform- 
tng them thatthe circular of July 17, 1880, re- 
lating to the 

DOCTORING OF WINES, 

is to be put rigorously in force. The circular, 
the prescriptions of which are to be strictly 
applied to the vintage of the present year, 
forbids the sale of wines containing more 
than two grammes of caicium sulphate per 
litre. Thisis whatthe French call platraye 
—i. e., adding plaster of Paris, or calcium 
sulphate, which dgcomposes the potassium 
tartrates, producing sulphate of potassium 
and preventing mucb of the astringeat and 
coloring matter from passing into 
solution. Of sourse, numerous com- 
piaints have been made by merchants, who 
consider the regulation too stringent. The 
wine-growers in Languedoc and elsewhere 
areina perfect state of alarm. They allege 
that tue perniciousness of plastered wines, 
even when containing more than two 
grammes of calcium sulphate per litre, is far 
from being demonstrated indisputably. On 
the other hand, it remalos proved that wines 
strongly plastered have sometimes caused 
accidents, andthe prolonged use of such a 
drink cannot de without prejudice to health. 
A certain amount of plastering has hitherto 
been aliowed, and not very long ago a slight 
increase in the quantity of sulphate was au- 
thorized by the Minister of Agricuiture. The 
permission haus since been countermanded, 
and hence the alarm lu certain districts where 
common wines are produced as to the fate of 
the coming vintage. 

This process of adding catoium sulphate to 


ing issaid to clear the wine, it 
brilllantand carry down into the dregs any 
matter otherwise heid in suapension. The 
dregs, being thus heavy, bave less tendency 
to remix with the wine in case of fermenta- 
tion, the sulphate giving it a somewhat 
stronger taste und rendering it slightly pur- 
gative. EKmployed with moderation, no se- 
rious harm can result from theuse of the 
chemical, but the quantity has in many cases 
been forced, fortunately only for inferior, 
thatistosay, common wines, and the abuse 
has therefore justified the interference of the 
Goveroament so far as to fix the maximum 
a mount of calcium sulphate to be employed 
at two grammes per litre. 

The wine dressers sre, however, in a quan- 
dary Ihev pretend that without the adal- 
tion of a certain amount of calcium sulphate 
for the plastering operation their products 
will become worthless; atthe same time the 
autborities remain firm in their tnterdiction. 
For Burguady andjBordeaux wines the system 
of plastering is never employed, and as they 
are the principalexport wines the sulpbated 
wine is mostly drunk by loc, or, at any rate, 
French consumers. Tie adversaries of plas- 
tering coatend that the addition of calcium 
sulphate would be rendered unnecessary if 
the wine growers would be wore careful! in 
several important detalis they bave been ac- 
cusiomed to negiect during 


THE PRESSING OPERATION. 

But, reverting to the arcificial production of 
French wines, I find, according tothe latest 
statistics published by the administration as 
to the vintage, that less than 44,000,000 gallons 
were made in one year from dried grapes. It 
may, therefore, not unfairly be supposed that 
the 110,000,000 or 130,000,000 gallens which re- 
main to be accounted ier ure made from 
more illegitimate materiais. If artificial win 
makers bad limited themselves to the use o 
raisins, the injury would not have been seri- 
ous; but the use of raisins covers a multitudo 
offrauds. Although all wines and liquors im- 
ported Into France are subject to close inspeo- 
tlon and analysis at the customs before de- 
livery to tbe importers, so that if found 
adulterated they uf: not permitted to entry, 
there is no inspection or examination what- 
ever of wine exported. French wines are 
largely aduiterated otherwise than by mix- 
ing those of poor quality with stronger wines 
or brandy, such mixing and judicious amount 
of piastering not being necessarily prejudicial 
to health. 

Amony other villainous compounds, there is 
a liguid largely sold as wine which is 
manufactured of water, vinegar and logwood; 
withatenth part oft common wine from the 
south of France to cover the fraud. Not 
only is wine faisified by adding 
cider, sugar, wolasses, tartaric, acetic, 
or tannic acids, sulphuric acids, alum, 
bitter almonds, leaves of the cherry laurel, 
etc.; butitis largely marufactored without 
the slightest pretense of being associated 
with the grape. The result of a fermentation 
of the grape is imitated by means of fermen- 
tation with water and sugared substances, 
such as syrup of fecula, dried figs and raw 
sugar, or juniper berries, coriander seeds and 
fresh rye bread. , After fermentation the 
liquor is racked off, and if it len t sufMicientiy 
colored an infusion of red beet or myrtie ber- 
ries is added. In order to correct the acidity, 
some makers are unscrupulous enough to use 
litharge, thus affording to drinkers the prob- 
able chance of an attack of colic. Alum is 
principally used to produce the styptic which 
velongs to Bordeaux wine. 

The coloring matters generally used are 
dwarf and biacw® elder berries, myrtie and 
phytolacca berries, Brazil and Campeacby 
wood, beet juice, rose mallow, cochipneal, 
fuchsime or aniline red, and more especially 
grenat, the residue of the tabrication of fuch- 
sine, of red or violet aniline, and 

ROSE ANILINE SORTS. 
Some of the coloring wine-tincture sold under 
fancy names contains arsenic. The most suc- 
cessful of all these coloring matters is brown 
grenat, which imitates as nearly as possible 
the maturai color of wine, while its elements 
ere very  neariy the same. Log- 
wood appears to be most in favor 
in the Paris manufacture of wine, ‘as it give 
young wine the color ofthe old; while 
fuchsine and cochisiealare the usual ageats 
in the north of France, and the elderberries 
are most used in Pi rtugei and Spain, This 
latter offers to the consumer the advantage of 
being of alaxative nature and thus enables 
him to Kill two birds with one stone.

The liquor dealers, who are legion, profess to 
be scandalized at these extensive disclosures, 
and threaten all sorts of vengeance on the in- 
discreet politicians who have brought out the 
facts, Tiraud’s cabinet went out on it 
seven months ago; yet the present govern- 
ment das adopted stringent measures to guard 
against the fraud. All the wine and liquor 
dealers throughout the country since the 
adoption of what is called the ‘‘Gritfe Law, 
from the name of the deputy who brought it 
forward, bave stuck up the 11 notice 
in their shops: In order to shield myseit 
against all legal proceedings, I do bereby 
warn my customers—frst, that all the wines 
sold nave water added to them; second, the 
syrups, aleobolic drinks, cider, beer, to., are 
fancy liquors; third, on account of the con- 
tinual exchange of the giassware the capacity 
of bottle and glasses are not warranted.’’ 

W bat better avowal than this could there 
be found thatthe whole gang are a lot of 
fraudulent retailers? The notice they put up 
has, of course, no legal value. It wag, first 
suggested to them by thelr ‘‘syndical cham- 
ber. the Union of Paris Wine Merchunts. 
The Griffe law, which was promulgated last 
year, compels the dealer, under penalty of 
fine and iu:iprisonment, to declare the nature 
of the wine he offers for sale, and to state 
whether it is made with 

BUGAR OR DRIED GRAPES. 
He cannot, therefore, before any court, evade 
the law Dy a poster. The fact that he did not 
manufacture the commodity is to no purpose. 


He must be held responsibie for the composi- [ 


tion of the stuf®he buys and afterwards selle 
to nig customers. The law is above all a fiscal 
law. Wines made from dried grapes cannot 
now be sent from one place to anotber with- 
out written proof. In that way retailers 
found selling adulterated wites must show 
where the mixture comes from; if unable to 
do so, the inference is that they are the manu- 
facturers. Sbould a wine dealer go the length 
to manufacture bis own wine from dried 
grapes, he infringes the'law by seeking to de- 
fraud the customs. The fiscal authorities 
must in that case be on the lovkout for him. 
On the other band, should the owner ot vine 
yards or the manufacturer send bim bad wine, 
he cun easily get satisfactien from the sender 
by process—verbal—iong before the goods 
enter hisshop. Buta merchant has little in- 
a to furnish bad stuff, uniess ordered te

to look out for some other place where the 
luscious berry will grow and give out that 
juice which has been termed the nectar of the 
gods. The vine-shoots sent to Austrailia have 
thriven, and had the colonists in Algeria been 
half us clever as their antipodean colleagues 
Frasce or its dependencies might stil) noid 
the prominent position it once held. writer 
in the Revue Scientifigue, discussing the 
future of French wines, says that until 
quite recently French wine-growers énter- 
tained the firm belief that their cla ana 
champagnes had no competitian to fear, and 
that their old reputation and exeelience 
would always secure for tnem a sale at good 
prices. These hopes have not been realized, 
Ihe three enemles of the French wine trade 
are the increased tariffs, fraudulent manipu- 
Jations of various Kinds, and the competition 
of foreign wine growers.
